The hobby has been a wonderful window into history and other fields for me. Numismatics 
involves economics, politics, geography, metallurgy, and art. So it has stimulated my curiosity 
in many ways and allowed me to meet, correspond with and talk with many wonderful people 
around the world. I’m still writing, exploring, and collecting but at a slower pace than formerly. 
I have been educated further by investigating problems in other fields due to discussions with 
specialists in other disciplines. My research and writing has made me devote more time to leam 
to increase my capacity to think as my MIT training trained me to do.

I set up the EPNNES foundation in 1958 to encourage study, research, and writing on 
numismatics, particularly American numismatics. Based on research and examination of 
EPNNES items, including its extensive library, many articles and books, some by me and some 
by others have been published over the years in various numismatic publications.

I do care about rarity and fineness of a numismatic specimen, but the backstory is key—not the sentimental 
aspect but rather why it was created, by whom, when, and by what method. I have especially enjoyed the 
times when I have had to discover the answers to some of those questions myself via lengthy research. For 
example, I have had the privilege of describing for the first time the original nature printing process which 
was invented by Benjamin Franklin (a particular hero of mine) in 1775 and used under his direction 
thereafter for paper money printed for the Continental Congress and for some independent States of the 
United States prior to the end of the American Revolution. The backs of the paper money using this process 
featured leaves and parts of botanical material. This was a fascinating area of research for me. 


5. 

I would never sell the coins on the necklace Evelyn was wearing when we met in 1938. We’ll be celebrating 
our 74 th wedding anniversary next month. 


6 . 

I think the two most important acquisitions I have been fortunate enough to make were the many fine items 
from the Col. E.H.R. Green estate in the 1940’s and Harley Freeman’s entire collection of American colonial 
paper money in the 1950’s. The Freeman acquisition took place because of his desire to encourage me to 
write an all-encompassing book on early American paper money, which I eventually did in 1967. The fifth 
edition came out a few years ago, and I am currently working on the sixth edition. 

As to any numismatic items which I wished to have but got away from me, I can mention a 1690-91 
Massachusetts Colony circulating paper money note. There are no existing examples of unaltered pieces 



known. Those which do exist had been fraudulently altered to a higher denomination to cheat the public 
during circulation. I was offered such a piece for $5,000. Originally I had no desire to acquire pieces for my 
collection which had been tampered with in that manner. Collecting counterfeits of any item was acceptable 
to me since a genuine original might also be acquired. 

Then I changed my mind because I knew I would never obtain one of the issue because no unaltered pieces 
existed. The seller wanted only cash and no check. I declined because I didn’t want to be involved in any 
potential income tax problem. That item is now worth over 25 times its then selling price. Que sera sera. 


7. 

Two come to mind. One of my most satisfying experiences as a numismatist was my 12 years of continuous 
work with the legal teams representing the American Numismatic Society (ANS) to recover a large portion 
of its early US one cent collection which was stolen from it in the 1960’s. I selected the legal team (being a 
member of the Board of Trustees of ANS) and then participated in the extensive litigation and negotiations 
in California and New York that accomplished the recoveries. 

Second, I recently discovered the first bird engraving of John James Audubon, the image of an eastern 
grouse. Audubon when visiting Philadelphia in 1824 mentions in his diary that he submitted a sketch of that 
bird to a bank note engraver to demonstrate his artistic ability. The sketch or a copy of it had never been 
located by scholars or otherwise ever since. 

Robert Peck, president of The Academy of Natural Sciences, of Philadelphia, requested me to try to 
determine if an engraving of a sketch of a grouse had ever been undertaken. I undertook that search and 
located the engraving of a grouse as part of some bank note sample sheets prepared by Murray, Draper, 
Fairman, a Philadelphia firm, to offer to its customers. Selections were then made by its customers for their 
bank note proofs. My findings were published in Journal of the Early Republic (Fall 2010) and have been 
accepted throughout the world by those interested. 

Of course, in the process of my research I was able to find in our collection and also to acquire several 
examples of these engravings of Audubon’s grouse, and they are now on display at the Newman Money 
Museum at Washington University in St. Louis. 


8 . 

Focus on the art, the history, the science, and the charm that are a part of every numismatic item. It’s 
fascinating and fun.
